an idea who I am. 
in Rowan County, 
Ky., on Mill' Branch, about two 
itlilei west of Morehead. Feb. 
17, 1X78. My father was Will 
Stewart who died when 1 was 
three vears old, leaving a widow 
and five children. The oldest less 
than twelve and the youngest less 
than one year old. 

At the time of my father's 
death he left' a small farm of 
some thirty acres of branch land 
and a small amount of mountain 
land which was too rough for cul- 
tivation, but by good manage- 
ment and much hard work on the 
part of mother and her children, 
she kept M ail together and yve 
lived most as well as those about 
us, hoyvever our opportunity to 
attend even the rural schools yvas 
very meagre, as it seemed that it 
w as necessary for us all to work 
in order to make a living. 

When the writer was about 
thirteen years old our mother 
married the second time, to M. B. 
Pennyhacker of Carter County, 
a farmer of wonderful energy 
and industry, and a man that 
was always kind to mother and 
her children, and especially the 
two youngest, my sister and my- 
self. Where we lived was well 
out in the country, and no school 
near savea small log school house, 
known as the Pennyhacker 
school, and school was taught 
there five months in the year. 
The environment in that country 
district, as in many others at 
that day, was not conductive to 
inspire hope, and a desire to ob- 
tain an education. However, 
mother Was always anxious for 
her childreu to get an education, 
though she had none herself. To 
quote her exact words, she said : 
"I want you to get some learnin' 
so that you will not have to work 
so hard all your life." My moth- 
er was a womeu with great com- 
mon sense, honesty, and virtue 
aud toiled hard that she raise 
her childreu, until she lost her 
health, and was an invalid until 
her death when the writer was 
eighteen years of age. I want to 
say that many of the dear home- 
ly phrases spoken by a tongue 
thai never kuew Grammar, or to 
spell a word or'to even write her 
own uanitt, come to my nieulal 
vision as precious gems, worth 
far more to tne than the spark- 
ling and apt quotatious of Shake- 
speare and Milton. 1 think now 
as I write, if 1 had her to speak 
words of encouragement to me as 
i go out soliciting you to vote 
for me, that I could do so with 
Tar greater zeal, and .f I should 
fail at the November election 
her words of good-cheer would 
help me to bear it with much 
greater fortitude. 

At the age of sixteeu my broth 
er aud I teft home to make our 
own way. 1 left because my

other. We had wrestled, tu«slc- 
edand fonght like papa and slept 
in I he >;uiie bed until this good 
time, and Wa could not be sepa- 
rate I, and when he was ready la

where yve lived in Carter Oounty 
afoot, to our little farm on Mill 
Branch, where we had moved 
from at the time that mother 

married, with a little black va- 
lise and some clothes wrapped in 
a news paper Our oldest broth- 
er lived on tins farm at this 
tune. 

My brother went away and 

left me there, seeking other em- 
ployment and here it was that I 
experienced the loneliness of be- 

1 without him, and the terrible 
home sickness came over me. 
This yvas in a time when strong 
men could scarcely get wm k. and 
for a boy it was a thing most im- 
possible, so I worked for my old- 
est brother for a feyv months and 
went to face the world fa a liv- 
ing, worked for a time for less 
than live dollars per month and 
for my board, washing and patch- 
ing, in the bargain, and also the 
party yvas to board me through 
the fall term of school, and 1 yvas 
tn do work nights and mornings. 
Then 1 yvent fo stay with my un- 
cle by marriage and aunt, they 
were to hoard me, and 1 yyas to 
work until school commenced, 
and then they were to hoard me 
and buy me some clothes. 1 
worked for two months, until 
school began, and started in o 
school and yvent one yveek and 
until Wednesday on the next, 
when one day my uncle came 
home from a trip with too much 
"Bed Eye" and fussed yvith me 
for not getting the cows up, or 
rather falling to find them on this 
part icular evening, and I had a 
talk with my aunt about it and 
she said "He never yyould let his 

ow n children go to school md I 
am sure he won't let you go."

Being helped 
over this hard place and being a« 
bie to teach I wai in T condition 

to earn money ami go on to 

school, which 1 did. After, ui 
tending school lor a time at the 
Morehead Normal, a short time 
at Bracken Academy, later tor a 
lime at Central Normal College. 
Danville, Ind., and two years at 

Bowling Ureen, Ky. At the lat- 
ter place I studied law and grad- 
uated it the head of my class.
